Some are plowed with deep cafions, 
in whose somber glens the entire year 
is vernal, and the clear flowing streams 
never die. 

The foothills of this section are dif- 
ferent from those in the Eastern States. 
This unlikeness consists in the great 
comparative lack of forest growth cov- 
ering their sides: and in their color, 
which is that of the bare ground where 
trees are lacking. Yellow, pink,. blue 
and all hues, are the shadows that 
spread out in one great sweep along 
the horizon. The color of the hills 
varies with each hour of the day, and 
with every atmospheric change. They

HOW BIRDS DRESS WOUNDS. 


Gwies Naturalist Makes interesting 
Observations Anent Surgical — 


Treatment Among Feathered 
Denizens. 

{New York Tribune:] Some observa- 
tions concerning the surgical treatment 
of wounds by birds were recently made 
by a Swiss naturalist. He says he no- 
ticed that the snipe had often been seen 
making with its beak and feathers a 
wery creditable dressing of a wound. 
Tt had even been known to secure a 
broken limb by means of 4 stout liga- 


ture. 

The most interesting example was 
that of a snipe, both of whose legs he 
had unfortunately broken by a& misdi- 
rected shot. He only recovered it on 
the following day, when he found that 
the poor bird had contrived to apply 
dressings of down from other parts of 
{ts bedy, fastened by congealed biood, 
and a sort of splint of interwoven 
feathers to both limbs. 

In a case recorded by another 
naturalist a snipe which was observed 
to fly away with a broken leg wag sub- 
sequently found to have forced the 
fragments into a parallel position—the 
upper fragment reaching to the leg 
joint—and they were secured there by 
means of a strong band of feathers 
and moses intermingled.

The islands of Lanai, Molokai, 
and Kahoolawe, and other islands 
within three miles of the 
shores thereof, except that portion of 
Molokai known as the Leper Settle- 
ment, which is segregated as the 
county of Kalawas, with certain 
powers of self-government, make up 
the county of Maui, with a population 
of 40,000. The island of Maui is the 
second largest In the Territory. It is 
composed of two great peaks, con- 
nected by a low plain, irrigated by 
ditches from long distances, which 
plain now furnishes some of the rich- 
est agricultural lands in the group. 
Some of the grandest scenery in the 
Territory is found on this island. The 
valley was formerly famous as 4a 
Hawalian burial place. The slopes 
are covered with a dense growth of 
tropical vegetation. Cattle ranching 
is the present chief business, but rub- 
ber cultivation is its adaptation and 
profitable future. 

The entire island of Lanai, %6,000 
acres, or 139 square miles, is-used as 
a sheep ranch, and most of Molokai 
(except the Leper Settlement) as cattle 
ranches. 

All of Kahoolawe Island is gradual- 
ly becoming, with the assistance of the 
sheep, a barren waste. 

Waliuku, the capital of Maul county, 
is a progressive town, having in recent 
years made great advances in urban 
appearances and the institutions of 
civilization. It is connected by rail- 
way with the adjacent town of Kahului 
and many cosy villages upon the plan- 
tations beyond; Kahului is making 
great strides, and with its private en- 
terprise breakwater under construction, 
is almost certain to become the com- 
mercial metropolis of Maui country. 
Lahaina, the “ancient capital,” is a 
regular landing on the steamer route 
between Honolulu and Hilo, close by 
Lahaina is Lahainaluna Seminary, both 
the oldest public school in the Terri- 
tory and the leading one, other than 
the reformatory school for boys, in the 
line of industrial training. 

On January 1, 1906, the assessed real 
and personal property valuation of the 
county Was $21,126,758; the yearly re- 
ceipts $150,708, and disbursements $97,- 
768, leaving\a surplus for the year of 
$52,985. 


COUNTY OF OAHU. 

Oahu county has especial distinc- 
tion from containing Honolulu, the po- 
litical and commercial capital of Ha- 
wali Territory. The area of this island- 


jurisdiction embraces the 
distant American islet of Midway, now 
occupied as a Pacific relay station, and 
& post of United States navy ma- 
rines; also all the smaller uninhab- 
ited islands of the Hawaiian group, not 
attached to other counties. 
Structurally, the island of Oahu 
consists of two mountain ranges, run- 
ning almost parallel from southeast to 
northwest, a great plain lying between.

Thie can be accomplished by load- 
ing to their full capacity the cars 
which the railroads already possess. 

An investigation of the facts proves 
that outside of coal and cores, the 
average present loading of cars does 
not exceed 65 or 70 per cent. of their 
present capacity. 

Twenty years ago 24,000 pounds was 
the capacity of the average car. That 
weight was then established as the 
minimum carioad in the classification 
and tariffs of the railways and of the 
various State railway commissioners, 
and it has not been changed. 

Since then the average capacity of

As to the other pet phrase: “High- 
est market value’—or market value 
of any kind for that matter—a very 
few words will suggest the situation: 

Excepting a very large de- 
mand meets a v large supply in a 
free, open and comparatively un- 
manipulated market, where sales are 
reguiarly made of record and those 
records command the respect and con- 
fidence of the legitimate financial pub- 
lic, there is no “market value” save 
that which is arbitrarily made by the 
broker. He is the market; he makes 
the price by the siniple process of 
“thumbs up” or “thumbs down!” 

The man who is on the “sucker” list 
of a wild-cat concern receives an an- 
nouncement that “all indications point 


‘to the conclusion that next week the 


stock of the Honor Bright Company 
will sell at not less than five points in 
advance of the present price.” Next 
week he gets notice that the predic- 
tion of an advance has proven true. If 
he uhsophisticated enough he _ re- 
celves the announcement with solemn 
credulity and credits the author of the 
promotion literature with great acu- 
men and shrewd prophetic, powers. He 
fieures up the profits he Would have 
made on the advance and condemns 
himeelf for not heeding the advice of 
the “confidential” advice to “buy 
quick.” 

What he does not consider is the 
fect that he is dealing with a fictitious 
rrarket where the seller simply makes 
u” his mind how much he will advance 
the stock in question and then, when 
the time comes. marks it up. and 
mekes the announcement of the 
“sharp advance.” This trick is turned 
not only for the purpose of getting «a 
larger price per share, but mainly to 
tickle the cupidity of hesitating in- 
vestors and making sales which other- 
wise could not have been made.

Florence Trespass Suit Settled. 
Mohawk-dJumbo Paying Regular 
Dividende—F rances- Mohawk Work- 
ing on Surplue—Old and New Stock 
Exchanges Consolidate. 


GOLDFIELD (Nev.) Sept. 2-— 
George Wingfield denies the story pub- 
lished by New York and San Francisco 
papers, to the effect that Goldfield 
Consolidated Mines expects shortly to 
cancel $15,000,000 worth of its stock. 
While the merger people seem satisfied 
that there will be no repetition of re- 
cent labor troubles, which delayed 
their deciaration of a: dividend, they 
refuse to state when they will convene 
to decide upon the amount and time 
ef distribution.

BUILT UP A BUSINESS. 
How Two Young Men Wishing an 
Education Became Business Men 


instead. 


[New York Tribune:}] Out in Mont- 
clair, N. J., there is a business of not 
less than $30,000 a year that was 
started eight years ago by two boys 
on a capital of exactly 87 cents. One 
of the two ie still haif owner of the 
business, and his present partner is 
a young man who was his schoolmate 
when the business was launched. 

In the spring of 1899 William H. 
Dodge and Roy Farris, then lads of 
18, planned a canoeing trip for their 
approaching vacauon. The planning 
was easy and great fun, but how to 
@et the money to carry out the plan 
was a problem. They must earn it, 
somehow, or the dream of a summer 
on the water was only a bubble. 

Looking about, they noticed that 
there were plenty of fruit trees in and 
around Montclair, and that often the 
fruit was not half picked or not picked 
atall. Why not gather it fer the own- 
lers on shares, and sell their share? 

They made this proposition tw a 
number of neighbors and farmers, and 
it was accepted. They were to have 
haif the crop for picking it. 

Then it occurred to one of the boys 
that jam would sell better than fresh 
fruit. But jam meant sugar and 
glasses, and these meant an invest- 
|ment of capital. They pooled their 
visible assets, and the whole amount 
figured up just 8&7 cents. 

, But the boys were not discouraged. 

Their mothers agreed to give them 
| the necessary glasses, and to let them 
|put up the jam in their kitchens. The 
partnership was in-

Then the boys got from their moth- 
ers and from their mothers’ friends 
their best recipes for jams and jel- 
lies and preserves. They picked the

About this time young Farris was 
called South to help care for family 
business interests, and young Dodge 
made a proposition to one of the sales- 
men, James Calder, Jr. if young 
Caléer would sell orders equal to the 
year’s business for 1902, between June 
1 and December 31, 1908, he would 
share the business with him. Calder 
took hold, and in one month of the 

seven allotted earned his partnership. 
| He sold $12,000 worth of goods in the 

seven monthe 

Since that time the business has 
grown steadily. The factory employs 
constantly about eighteen »ersons, and 
in the rush season thirty or more. The 
products put up have grown from a 
few kinds of jams and jellies to forty- 
four varieties, including jams, marma- 
lades, jellies, spiced fruits, canned 
fruits. brandied fruits, sauces, 
and mincemeat. 

The college ambitions of the original 
partners have given way for business, 
but the business in turn its helping a 
dozen young fellows to earn thelr way 
through college. These are college 
men, who sell the products in vaca- 
tions, on commission, and each one 
earns from $250 to a season— 
enough to make another year at col- 
lege possible. 

And in Montclair is a busy, clean 
little factory, owned and run and 
employing only young persons, satis- 
fying evidence of the ingeaulty and 
capacity and character of American 
boys. 


Breeding New Hardy Plants. 
The Department of Agriculture is do- 
ing a most interesting as well as val- 
uable work in producing new varieties 
of plants, especially adapted to meet 
certain conditions of soll, or climate, or 
certain demands of industry. 

Some of the experiments directed pri- 
marily to the developments of 
ance to disease not only have resulted 
successfully in that respect, but have 
produced plants that possess other val- 
vable qualities. Certain kinds of cot- 
ton that yield an excellent staple are 
especially susceptible to “wilt.” 

he Department of Agriculture, 
working to overcome these tendencies, 
has secured, by hybridization, or cross- 
breeding, a cotton that seems immune 
to wilt, some new strains of upland 
cotton which resulted from crossing the 
long and the short-staple plants and a 
hybrid between an American upland 
cotton and an Egyptian variety that is 
greatly superior to either parent. 
“Coulure,” or dropping of the fruit, is 
the bane of certain raisin grapes. 
department has bred‘*a grape that ts 
resistant to both coulure and a destruct- 
tive root disease, and which produces 
fruit of a remarkably fine quality. 
The “great freeze” which destroyed 
most of the Florida orange groves a 
few years ago ied to experiments in 
cross-breeding American oranges with 
a Japanese variety. The result is a 
hybrid that has proved to be the hardi- 
est evergreen orange known anywhere 
in the world, a discovery by which it 
is hoped to aid an industry that has 
suffered much in recent years.

Washington Open Shop. 

The city of Washington, the residence 
of Samuel Gompers,.the home of the 
American Federation of Labor, and for 
years past the stronghold of the unions 
and building trades, is now in the 
“open-shop” column. The unions in 
Washington were ny the 
same condition of things t prevailed 
in San Francisco, the unions having 
become powerful enough to ignore 
trade agreements and arbitrations, 
which means that they had become so 
powerful that their members felt se- 
cure in demanding and receiving the 
highest wages and in decreasing more 
and more the amount of the day's 
work given in return. result was 
that the cost of building reached al- 
most a prohibitive point. There 
nearly 60 ger cent. less builldi in 
Washington than a year ago, the 
government, on account of the exces- 
sive cost of building, decided to en- 
4 in no construction work except 
that which was absolutely necessary. 
The fundamental cause, therefore. of 
the movement in Washington was 
similar to that In San Francisco—self- 
preservation. 

The actual happenings are more or 
less commonplace. Over a year ago 
the question arose between the mas- 
ters and journeymen plumbers as to 
the right of the masters to employ 
non-union men under their agreement. 
Arbitration was had, and it was de- 
cided that the masters had such right. 
The union refused to abide by the 
award, and after several other arbi- 
tration meetings had been held without 
results, a general call was sent to the 


ing trades unions, and these officers 
assembled in the city of Washington 
for the purpose of “adjusting the ex- 
isting controversy by some fair and 
honorable means.” They requested a 
conference with the Employers’ As- 
sociation and were refused. 

Follow! this international confer- 
ence of labor | ers, a general strike 
in al] the building trades of the dis- 
trict was called, which, irrespective 
of trade agreements, was indorsed by 
every union, including the bricklayers 
and carpenters, the two strong unions 
which had hitherto held aloof. With- 
in a week after this strike was called 
every b was running with a full 
force of competent men, and the aetual 
force of the strike was completely 
broken. That remains the situation 
at the present time.

What a pitiful waste of money is this! Instead of 
more bacteriological research which, as the late Prof. 
Rosenbach so ably showed, is foolishness, what might 
not be accomplished by the expenditure of such a 
as this in teaching people the laws of health and disease, 
and in founding establishments where poor people and 
people of moderate means, could be treated according 
to those natural laws. And particularly, in establishing 
open-air camps for poor consumptives. 

In the Southern California Practitioner, for Septem- 
ber, is an appeal for an endowment fund, for hospital 
adapted to the accommodation of people of small means. 
The editor says: 

“The self-respecting sick of Los Angeles need a hos- 
pital. Not a palace, not a modern hotel, but a plain, 
practical hospital where the rates will be from $5 to §7 
per week—never exceeding the latter figure. 


“Establish this hospital and the fear of being pau- 
perized by being sent to the County Hospital will not 
be hanging like the sword of Damocles over every 
earner of a small wage. Establish this hospital, and the 
wage earner for $7 per week will get practically as good 
care as the rich man gets for $50 per week in a private 
hospital. Where is the mah who will build a noble 
memorial to Father, Mother, Wie or Brother? There 


This is in line with suggestions that have been offered 
in these columns. As It is now, sickness and death in 
his family mean almost ruin to @ poor man, or at least, 
long years of struggle, following sorrow that accompa- 
nies the loss of a dear one. First comes the expense 
of sickness—unnecessarily protracted by drugs—and per- 
haps a surgical operation, that results in death, or 
chronic invalidism. Then come the expenses of burial 
and interment, which are altogether out of proportion 
to the services rendered. 

As previously stated, the editor’s ideal of a hospital is 
one in which natural methods of aiding nature and a 
natural dietary would be adopted—no drugs, very rarely 
an operation, and no stimulating food “to keep up 
strength”—especially no culture mediums, like beef 
juice and mitk, forced into the sick stomach of a fever 
patient. 


However, until we can get such a hospital, one such 
as suggested by Dr. Lindley would, at least, be a step | 
in the right direction. Only the public should be con- 
vinced, in advance, that it would not be used as a sort 
of clinic dor embryo medicos. 


Those who might be inclined to interest themselves in 
such an institution should communicate with Dr. Walter 
Lindley, at the California Hospital.

That depends on several cireume | 
stances. Yor instance, the size of the man, and the tem- 
perature of the air. For a man of average size, doing 
ordinary light work, tn California, the editor believes 
ten ounces of water-free food to be ‘sufficient, if the food 
is thorough!v chewed. 


(2.) In almost every elementary book on diet. As, for 
instance, “What Shall We Eat?” by Alfred Andrews, 
published by the Health Culture Company, 151 West 
23rd street, New York; price 75 cents. 

(3.) In the same way as any other disease—for ali dis- 
ease is one—namely, by ceasing to do evil and learning 
to do well—by following the laws of health and living 
right, especially eating right. Dairy products and starch 
should specially be avoided, and fresh fruits and salad, 
plants eaten freely.
